| Canudu thistles are not eradicated by 
the ordinary system of cultivation that 
Is applied to corn, says (be Homestead. 
They may be cut off three or four 
times, bin there Is an opportunity In 
the fall for the thistles to make con¬ 
siderable growth, and during this time 
the root system strengthens so that 
they are ready for huslueas Just ns 
strong as ever the following year. 
There la little danger of scattering the 
thistles by ordinary culture methods. 

Where sheep can be kept this Is pos¬ 
sibly the roost Inexpensive way of get¬ 
ting rid of thistles, because It Is a 
well known fact that they are con- 
aumed readily by‘sheep. Of course It 
must l*e liome If* uihnl that where pas¬ 
tures ure good sheeti will not eat this¬ 
tles In preference to any other or all 
kinds of plants, hut when pastures dry 
up n little, during July and August, 
thistles are usually succulent, and at 
that time they aeem to make rather 
luscious eating for sheep, and for that 
reason we recommend the sheep meth¬

I Advantages of Draining Boil. 

Concerning the subject of drainage, 
we must uol fall to notice some of the 
Incidental advantages It affords the 
I farmer. In the first place. It length- 
| ens the season, because drained ground 
dries and warms ao much earlier In 
j the spring. It lessens the cost of pro- 
duetlon. because the farmer can do his 
work more nearly when it ought to bo 
done. He can keep ahead of the weeds 
and be master of tbe situation. It j 
obviates tbe Injury to onr fields by 
tramping by stock when wet. It pre¬ 
vents Injury to our crops by heaving 
of tbe ground by frost and by Its 
cracking open In drying. It does away, 
a* nothing else can. with the uncer¬ 
tainties of agriculture and puts the 
farmer In a position where he can 
count, as other business men do. on 
certain returns from labor and capital 
invested.—F, L. Allen In Rural New 
Yorker.

Cleon cows, clean clothes and clean 
dry hands for tbe milker should be 
tbe unvarying rule of every dairy. 
Special milking suits should be worn 
and frequently washed. 1 

A small topped pall would prevent a 
large amount of dirt from falling into 
the milk. Palls, cans, strainers, cool¬ 
ers and every other utensil that comes 
in contact with the milk should be 
washed clean aud sterilised. Sterilise 
lng means heating to 212 degrees F. 
It may be done by boiling water or 
by steam. It cannot be doue by start¬ 
ing with boiling water In one can and 
pouring It from can to can to clean 
half n dozen. Tbe easiest way to do 
thorough work Is to use steam.—Agri¬ 
cultural Department Bulletin.
